Regarding Applicants' allegations that the Final Office Action was improper, such conclusions are simply incorrect. Applicants' claims 
were rejected for being indefinite. The degree to which the Applicants' claims were indefinite, as witnessed by the large number of 
indefiniteness rejections, made interpretation of the claim and application of the prior art difficult at best. Any omissions in prior art were a 
result of Applicants' vague and ambiguous claims. ■ 

Regarding applicants' arguments that the composite surface is not met by Charlier, thiese statements are simply incorrect. The EQCM of 
Charlier is a composite surface, and comprises quartz and platinum and a Ti adhesion layer. Applicants' claim does not require "different 
materials" as is argue on page 9 of their reply. 

Regarding their arguments over Boissel that the surface is not a composite surface, these statements are incorrect (see page 5 of the 
Final Office Action). Again, the claim does not require "different materials" as alleged by Applicants, and is applicable in reference to the 
rejection of the claims over Yano and Boissel. 
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
